Reading Nancy Jo Cullen’s article in 
the May issue of Outlooks (“A Mother’s 
Sense of Pride”) brought back memories of 
my growing up gay in a small town—Bow 
Island—in the late *40s and 50s. I was six 
years old when I realized my sexual 
attraction for men, and I was not even in 
school then (I started grade one at age 
seven in 1947). However, there was no 
bullying in school in those days that I was 
aware of; the only type of put-down was 
that the Thompson family was poor and 
had to wear hand-me-down clothes and 
shoes to school. 

I started having sex with boys at the 
age of fourteen; there were eight of us from 
Bow Island who were gay, and last year at 
our school reunion I discovered that three 
of my classmates had children who were 
gay. 

My own family never accepted the 
fact that I was gay; I grew up with a defiant 
attitude and have been out all of my life. 

In 1969, I was going out with a 
young fellow from Medicine Hat who was 
terrified of his family and friends finding 
out. One day, when he was working in 
Toronto, he got off the bus in the middle of 
nowhere and waited for the first semi to 
come along. He jumped in front of it. This 
sad tragedy is just one example of what can 
happen when you have no family support 
or role models to look up to.

Dear Outlooks, 

I was with some friends recently and 
the topic of the Gay Games came up. We 
were discussing the fact that, after the last 
games in Amsterdam, our newspaper did 
not publish any photos or names of winners 
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and participants from any team. We in our 
group looked at this as a loss for our 
community, and possibly the fault of our 
newspaper. 

Trying to be fair, I spoke to someone 
from your office to help me understand the 
paper’s side. Imagine my surprise when I 
was told that, in fact, the paper did want to 
do something post-games and that too little 
information was available at the time and 
Outlooks was not contacted or given press 
releases about the games. It was also 
pointed out that some of those who were 
involved did not want their names or 
pictures to appear in the paper. 

I saw in your May issue that you had 
coverage of the Apollo Western Cup 
weekend; how is it that they were included 
but the Gay Games people weren’t? I 
know there is also a lot of sensitivity about 
privacy in Apollo when it comes to photos 
being taken and apparently the same goes 
for the Rodeo: there is a lot of scrutiny 
regarding photos, with some minor 
exceptions. I also know that, with the 
exception of Outlooks (and you have to ask 
people’s permission before taking photos), 
no other media is allowed into the Pride 
Dance. 

I’m sure it would be a lot easier for 
Outlooks to cover these and many other 
events if there weren’t so much concern 
about being seen. I think it’s ironic that this 
comes from some of the most prominent 
groups in our community, the same groups 
and associations that not only want our 
participation, our attention, our praise... 
but our dollars as well. I find this to be 
backwards thinking from a segment of 
society that should be looking 
enthusiastically forward at the leaps and 
bounds we are making in our country and 
closer to home. And, moreover, on 
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occasion these same people are the ones 
complaining the loudest when the gay 
community does not support events, 
functions or fundraisers. I find it very 
disappointing that people do not want their 
involvement with the community to be 
seen or heard. It is a loss for all of us. 
These people should be praised for doing 
their best in what they do. Whether it is 
swimming, cycling, curling or bull riding. 
As Outlooks has proved with its 
content over the past four years, one does 
not have to be homosexual to be covered in 
its pages; one only has to offer something 
to our gay community, be it education, 
entertainment or just plain interest. You 
have had the now Ex-Chief of Police for 
Calgary on your cover, as well as done 
pieces on people from gardeners to 
politicians. Not once did the question of 
their sexuality come up. Please do not 
think, though, that I limit this to only 
include sports functions—although 


through my understanding they appear to 
be the strongest hold-outs. I also want to 
make it clear that I do not condone ‘outing’ 
someone. I feel that everyone will come 
out on his or her own time; they have to for 
their own sanity, if for no other reason. But 
in the year 2001, when our common-law 
relationships are being recognized in both 
the law and the Census, we still act as if it 
is the early 1900s. The time has come for 
us to share in everyone’s efforts, goals and 
triumphs. 

I hope this letter will stir up a few 
conversations in our community and get 
people thinking, for it is then we do our 
best work. I just felt that it was time to 
open this topic up for discussion.

On the northern fringe of Edmonton’s 
downtown core is an unassuming 
storefront surrounded by vacant buildings 
and half-empty lots. People driving 
quickly past on 111 Avenue—about to turn 
towards the city’s now-bustling Chinatown 
on 97 Street—might assume there’s no 
reason to stop in this part of town that has 
seen better days. But the modesty of the 
neighbourhood belies the big ambitions of 
a certain gay businessman. The first hint 
that something rather upscale is afoot 
becomes apparent just before rounding the 
comer onto 96 street. The car slowly 
passes tall windows that reveal not one, but 
two pyramids of wedding cakes; each a 
little work of art—intricate icing carved 
and shaped to different heights. A sign 
near the first pyramid proclaims “Quality 
and Elegance...Made Affordable.” 

Catering Creations is a business that 
began from humble origins just six years 
ago and has continued to grow at an 
exponential pace. Owner Doug Marbach 
knew when he began his catering services 
that he was entering a field with no 
shortage of competition, but his drive and 
willingness to learn (in addition to his 
talent with food) have established his 
business as one of the most sought-after 
catering companies in the city. Outlooks 
spoke with Marbach about the origins of 
his business, his principal clientele and 
whether members of the gay and lesbian 
community have ever made specific 
requests for a particular catering creation. 

Outlooks: Tell me about how you got 
started and how long you’ve been making 
catering creations? 

Marbach: Well, I’ve been in business 
for six years and I’d been in the food 
business for a number of years. I felt that I 
wanted to be more creative on the cooking 
end of it. My past was in retail food. I 
started a program at the YMCA, a self- 
employment program; it gave 
entrepreneurs a chance to get a taste of 
what business is really like. Part of the 
conditions were that you had to have your 
business up and running in twelve weeks 
—fully licensed, equipped and ready to go. 
So it was a very fast program, and the 
commitment was obviously there to get us 
into business , 

Outlooks: You actually got started 
through a YMCA program? 

Marbach: Yes, it was a program to 
assist entrepreneurs to start the business of 
their choice. 

Outlooks: That’s amazing. I’ve never 
heard of that. 

Marbach: The program is still in 
existence—it’s changed, but it’s excellent. 

Outlooks: So what was your 
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Catering 


background, then? What did you bring 
with you when you created your company? 

Marbach: About fifteen years of retail 
food, specifically as a meat cutter. I 
worked with the IGA group, and brought 
with me management skills as well as food 
[experience]. I travelled throughout the 
province and was a meat supervisor as 
well. 

Outlooks: So what does Catering 
Creations do, then, in the way of catering? 
I look around your storefront and obviously 


there are a lot of wedding cakes, so 
weddings are a big part of your business; 
what else? 

Marbach: I think we like to plant the 
idea in people’s minds that, when they 
think of food, they think of Catering 


Creations. Weddings are certainly a big 
part of what we do—commitment 
ceremonies as _ well—and funerals, 
barbeques, indoor parties, private parties... 
As well, we do day-to-day business 
luncheons, corporate luncheons, retirement 
parties and grand openings. We also have 
a program where people can phone us and 
purchase food as a do-it-yourself thing. 
They decide that they want to have a 
portion of their meal prepared by us to add 
to what they’re doing 

Outlooks: You mentioned 
commitment ceremonies. How many have 
you catered? 

Marbach: Not a lot, and that’s an 
interesting subject. I’ve always been 
curious as to how many commitment 
ceremonies are taking place and what sort 
of format they take. I’ve heard a few 
stories, and I’ve been to one or two. We’ve 
catered two, thus far. 

Outlooks: Tell me a bit more of what 
you started with when you first began. 
You’re obviously bigger now than you 
were in the beginning. What do you offer 
now that you didn’t in the beginning? How 
have you expanded and how did growth 
take place? 

Marbach: We started, of course, just 
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supplying food to whomever called. We’ve 
changed our philosophy and now target 
customers that we would rather have. We 
believe there is a big difference between 
catering and, perhaps, takeout food. So we 
try to screen out some of the customers that 
we feel are better off going somewhere 
else. We prefer to do very large functions. 
A couple of times we’ve fed 3000 people at 
one time, and we feel that our expertise in 
event planning of large functions is where 
we want to go. We still do day-to-day small 
luncheons, of course. Also, because our 
food is made from scratch and we make all 
of our products here, including pastries, we 
feel that another expanding part of the 
market is food production for other 
companies—those who don’t want to 
produce their own food but want to have 
custom-made products of high quality. 

Outlooks: Can you give me an 
example of that? 

Marbach: We see the charter 
companies as, perhaps, other restaurants, 
hotels, coffee shops. One food you might 
make for these places is sauces. Or if a 
hotel doesn’t want to do their own pastry, 
we can do that for them. So it’s custom 
made. We’re talking to a local artist right 
now, a member of the community, who is 
putting his artwork on the side of cookie 
cans. And we’re going to fill them with 
cookies. He’s hoping to sell 100,000 cans! 

Outlooks: And what about your 
pastries and these wedding cakes? Do you 
have food specialists who work for you? 

Marbach: Absolutely. Our pastry chef 
has been with us for a number of years. She 
continues to make all the wedding cakes 
and pastries on site, from our own recipes, 
and we are one of the few companies that 
actually does that. 

Outlooks: What issues are there for 
you—or have there been any—pertaining 
to gay clientele? Or, also, being a gay man 
in the catering business? After all, you are 
in a field that, in a clichéed way, is exactly 
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what a gay man should be in: cooking. 
Marbach: I guess we don’t tend to get 
that intimate with our customers, so 
sexuality is not an issue. They come to us 
for catering, and what their assumptions 
are we rarely hear about. I think the 
industry is well known to have a fairly high 
gay population, and it’s looked at as a 
talent for gays, so we just go about our 
business. As far as our customers go, I 
think that I’ve always been out and our 
business is listed in the Pride Pages. I think 
most of the community knows we exist, 
and if they want catering they do come to 
us. I think there is some hesitation, though, 
when we talk to gay customers, about the 
type of services we offer. Maybe the 
assumption is that they have to go the route 
of the “wedding,” or do the same thing as 
the straight community has done as a 
tradition. And I think that’s unfair. We 
have the advantage of choosing the type of 
services we want. And with catering being 
so diverse, anything can be done. I think 
the big issue for the gay community is to 
realize that we can create any type of 
ceremony we choose, and involve a caterer 
at any level. But generally speaking, when 
the subject of being a gay company has 
been brought up or if others have perceived 
us to be gay, there have not been any 
problems. We do business day-to-day the 
same way as any other business, I’m sure.

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Rondeau rises to the task

Jim Rondeau is the only openly gay 
member of the Manitoba Legislative 
Assembly, but he prefers to describe 
himself as an NDP backbencher who just 
happens to be gay. He has never made a 
big deal about it and has been in a stable 
same-sex relationship for the past decade. 

“Really, it hasn’t been a big issue,” 
says the forty-two-year-old former school 
division administrator. “I got maybe three 
nasty calls about my orientation, but I’ve 
had far more calls from people who hate 
the NDP and call me a freaky pinko or 
communist bastard!” 

Rondeau was elected in September 
1999, in Winnipeg’s Assiniboia riding, 
displacing the sitting Progressive 
Conservative. That was quite a shock, 
because it’s an affluent area and he only 
won the seat by the skin of his teeth: a 
majority of three votes—and that came 
only after three recounts and several court 
hearings. He had to wait three months after 
the election to be certain his opponent 
wasn’t going to challenge the result in the 
Supreme Court. 

Assiniboia isn’t considered to be an 
NDP riding, so his victory was quite a 
surprise. Last year he got another surprise, 
a nasty one, when his riverside home in the 
select Woodhaven area was burned down. 
It was listed as highly suspicious and quite 
possibly an arson attack. 
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“Tt does make you feel paranoid, but 
the house is almost rebuilt and we'll be 
having a housewarming shortly,” he says. 

Rondeau has had a partner for ten 
years, but beyond noting that the man is a 
very talented computer graphics specialist, 
he prefers to keep his domestic 
arrangements private. His orientation did 
cause a few chuckles at one public 
meeting, though, when the chairman said 
how nice it was to see the “local member of 
the Legislature was finally out.” Rondeau 
countered that he had been “out” for some 
time, but it was nice to be both out and 
present. 

Before becoming a _ politician, 
Rondeau was an administrator in the 
Frontier School Division. He’s still 
strongly interested in education and youth 
issues, particularly literacy. A U.S. study 
has estimated adult illiteracy costs 
American businesses about $225 billion a 
year, and Rondeau says the problem limits 
job opportunities severely. “If you can’t 
read or write very well, you are prevented 
from being a full citizen in a democracy,” 
he says. “It impacts health as well as 
employment.” 

In September he’s planning to hold a 
literacy barbecue event to mark World 
Literacy Day. “We’re getting people to 
donate books suitable for both children and 
adults and we’ll make sure they’re put to 
good use around the province,” he says. 
“We are also encouraging people to donate 
school supplies to help needier children.” 

Rondeau is a keen believer in 
community building, and believes life in 
large cities is often too fractured, with too 
many people isolated and lonely. “In rural 
areas you have a real community heart,” he 
says. “People gather at the coffee shop or 
community centre and they have a sense of 
belonging. In big cities we’ve often lost 
that, and we need to build up community 
inter-relationships.” 

One of his pet projects is a Seniors 
Wellness Centre, which will open in his 
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riding later this year. Attached to a public 
swimming pool, it will offer seniors a place 
to meet and socialize, as well as a walking 
track and fitness room. 

He’s aiso a strong believer in getting 
computer terminals installed in community 
centres and encouraging seniors to use 
them. “My own mother sends me a joke to 
brighten my day and she does it by e-mail,” 
Rondeau says. “The Internet opens up 
many opportunities for people to connect 
with the world and each other, and the NDP 
government is planning to open over 400 
access points in public areas.” 

Rondeau gets paid about $63,000 a 
year and estimates he spends seventy-five 
hours a week on legislative, party and 
constituency work. As a sideline, he also 
acts as a mutual funds investment 
consultant. He’s usually up and running by 
6:30 a.m. and likes, if possible, to be in bed 
before midnight. 

When not politicking, Rondeau enjoys 
working out at the gym and playing 
badminton. He also used to coach a men’s 
volleyball team. “I chose the NDP because 
it seemed like a caring party that wants to 
improve the quality of life for the average 
guy, rather than just focusing on cutting 
taxesmuionethe mich. hes says. lhe 
government is like a huge supertanker, and 
making changes in direction can be slow 
and tortuous. For an individual member

it’s a bit like using oars to try and change 
the course of the supertanker. You feel 
you’re rowing like hell with little 
immediate result, but eventually you have 
an effect.” 

His opponents may more caustically 
compare the NDP ship of state to the 
Titanic, rather than a resource-laden 
supertanker, but Rondeau is positive, 
enthusiastic and certainly not a quitter. In 
the campaign, one man slammed the door 
in his face when he announced he was the 
NDP candidate. 

“After I won I went to the same house, 
knocked again and introduced myself as his 
member of the Legislature,” he laughs. 
“We had a good chuckle over that.”

When you think of hot country 
superstars, if images of satin snap-front 
shirts, jeans tight enough to show a pulse 
across the room, and pointy-toed, high 
heeled cowboy boots come to mind, a new 
experience awaits you! Enter the new 
breed of country singers: young, hot and 
amazingly talented,too. Enter Chris 
Cummings. 

This swiftly rising star is currently 
playing in the big leagues, making a name 
for himself in Nashville with several songs 
on hit country radio. He has been making 
waves since he began his singing career at 
the age of twelve. Warner Music Nashville 
was so impressed with the young singer 
that they signed him to a record deal when 
he was just seventeen ‘and still in high 
school. 

“T was in New Brunswick, where I 
lived then,” Cummings remembers, “and I 
literally got called out of high school math 
class and told I had a call from Warner 
Brothers Records in Nashville. ‘They flew 
me down to Nashville, we had a meeting, 
and the next week I was on the Ralph 
Emery Show. It was that fast.” 


Fast also describes Cummings’ career 
progression. His first single and video I 
Waited was released in 1995 and helped 
establish the young star by landing in the 
Top Five on radio and video charts. As his 
first album entitled Somewhere Inside was 
released in stores, Chris earned his first 
number one hit with his next single and 
video Sure Enough. From there the hits 
just kept coming, including Somewhere 
Inside (Top Five Radio and number one on 
CMT), Amost Always (Top Five Radio) 
and his second number one hit, The Kind 
Of Heart That Breaks. Along the way, he 
has been nominated for a Juno Award, a 
Canadian Country Music Award and an 
East Coast Music Award.

The relevance of the rainbow 


Be ready for a flurry of questions! 

Not so many years ago, there was 
enormous pressure from society that 
prevented people from coming out. Quite 
recently, however, this public opinion has 
been changing (rapidly!) and it seems that 
more Canadians are becoming gay- 
friendly. In fact, the results of a survey 
recently reported in the National Post 
showed that support for same-sex 
marriages has doubled in the past five 
years! For the first time ever, a majority of 
Canadians—fifty-five percent —supported 
same-sex marriages.

youth, “my pride sticker has let me meet 
some guys who I would have otherwise not 
had the opportunity to know.” One thing 
that everyone can agree on is that if you 
are not public about your orientation, it 
will mostly be assumed that you are 
heterosexual. By letting those around you 
know, you help to erode that stereotype; 
they'll think to themselves, “I didn’t know 
he/she was gay! I wonder who else is?” 
Shane, another gay youth from 
Calgary, had two reasons for buying his 
Pride bracelet. ‘First of all, I decided to 
get a Pride bracelet so that other gay guys 
would notice, and I’d have a better chance 
of meeting someone,” he says. “Another 
reason was that I had been quite closeted, 
and I came to a point where I just didn’t 
care anymore. I was sick of being scared 
about what other people thought of me.” 
Pride really starts with  self- 
acceptance. Once you accept yourself for 
who you are, you will dislike constantly 
hiding your true self from others. It can 
even become an obsession to tell people 
that you are gay! It is exciting to share it 
with the whole world, and to set an 
example for others along the way. 
Sociology teaches us that it is a natural 
human tendency to identify with particular 


groups. Having that rainbow bumper 
sticker can make us feel that we belong 
and that we are part of a big family, 
especially when we have experienced 
feeling like outsiders. We are reassured 
that we are not alone each time we see 
someone else wearing their “colours.” 

It is never easy to take the step of 
putting that first Pride sticker on your 
backpack, or your car or...wherever. It 
isn’t something that you can take back 
later, because once people know you are 
gay, they will always know. My advice is 
to be proud of who you are. Enjoy the fact 
that you can be honest with yourself and 
others, and that you have overcome the 
pressure to conform to what society deems 


“normal.” Celebrate that you have 
gathered enough courage to publicly 
express yourself as a gay 


individual...that’s what gay Pride is all 
about.

Lisa E. Davis’ book Under The 
Mink would constitute a guilty pleasure if it 
weren’t—well, if it weren’t so damned 
good. Guilt-free, but nothing less than 
indulgent, Mink is the perfect accompani- 
ment to a well-earned round of beach blan- 
ket bingo. 

Set in the underbelly of 1920s 
New York gay subculture, the story focuses 
on a group of societal outcasts whose lives 
centre around the Candy Box Club. 
Blackie Cole is a cross-dressing lesbian 
lounge singer, the darling of the Candy 
Box’s trash-glam milieu and a tempting 
curiosity for high society “slummers.” 

Her world is turned upside-down 
when she witnesses the murder of a young 
drag queen—the scion of a wealthy pub- 
lishing family—and is forced to find the 
killer before the killer finds her. Add to this 
mixture mob connections, political corrup- 
tion, crooked cops and jealous lovers, and 
you have quite a story—not to mention one 
hell of an entertaining read—on your 
hands.

Make no mistake: this book should 
not be considered “fine literature.” Davis 
has jumped head-first into all the clichés of 
the pulp fiction genre, but they are all nec- 
essary elements in spinning such a tale.

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ist: each page is like a frame of celluloid 
from a film noir reel—the only thing that’s 
missing is the light. To this the author has 
added her own sense of colour, texture and 
cultural perspective, passing historical the- 
matic content through the modern gay 
prism of her imagination to cast brilliantly 
hued rainbows of prose onto the page. 
Davis offers us a glimpse of a pre- 
Stonewall world that could only exist this 
colourfully in fiction, even though much of 
the story is rooted in true oral histories 
passed down from those who “lived the 
life.” 

In transferring these cultural mem- 
ori¢s into pulp fiction, Davis has spared her 
characters nothing. When it comes to set- 
ting the stage for her players, details and 
descriptive passages are lavished on even 
the most squalid of environments. 

The writer is also possessed of a 
keen ear for dialogue, one that manages to 
capture all the style-specific clichés of the 
genre, and yet still sound like real people 
talking. In fact, it’s the dialogue that truly 
puts the wheels under this tale of murder 
and intrigue; the details and characters 
function more like ball bearings, helping to 
move the action along at a brisker pace. 

To date, there haven’t been many 
novels bold enough to feature gorgeous 


tuxedo’d lesbian protagonists tossing 
around words like "broad" and "dame" with 
such delicious and natural gay abandon. To _ 
its credit, Under The Mink’s publisher, 
Alyson Books, has become known for tak- 
ing risks with genre, style and, most impor- 
tantly, artists who have not yet made it into 
the very narrow pantheon of modern gay 
fiction. In allowing Lisa E. Davis the lati- 
tude to explore her capabilities and imagi- 
nation in an historical context, both parties 
have come up with a novel that is at once: | 
enlightening and intriguing, not to mention 
remarkably entertaining. Pick it up and get _ 
under the sun or under the 
covers—whichever you choose, just make 
sure you get Under The Mink. Like a non- 
fat brownie, it’s delicious and totally guilt- 
free.

Kinsey tips the scales

A beautiful, unassuming, turn-of-the- 
century building surrounded by 
blossoming trees on the Indiana University 


campus houses the world’s largest 
collection of porn. Well, not just pom—it’s 


the largest collection of sex-related 
academic and, ahem, _ recreational 
materials: The Kinsey Institute for 
Research in Sex, Gender, and 


Reproduction. Founded in 1947 by Alfred 
Kinsey, the Kinsey Institute remains the 
leading centre for the study of human 


sexual behaviour and 
it has always been an 


extremely strong 
supporter and 
validator of the GLBT 
community. 

Alfred Kinsey, 
himself, was a 


zoologist researching 
insect reproduction. 
But, in 1937, he was 
asked by the 
fj university to conduct 
a course for students 
who were married or 
contemplating getting 
married. In preparing 
for this course, he was 
unable to find much 
information about 
*| human sexuality, and 
=) what he did find was 
heavily value-laden 
and unscientific. In 
response to his 
students’ curiosity (as well as his 
own—Kinsey was apparently bisexual) he 
began his research. Eventually, he and his 
associates acquired more than 18,000 
personal sexual histories, all obtained 
through anonymous, rigorous, face-to-face 
interviews. 

Establishing the institute in the Bible 
Belt in the ‘40s was risky business, and it 
wouldn’t have occurred at all if it was not 
for the support of Herman B. Wells. Wells 
was Indiana University’s Chancellor and 
refused to bow to public opinion, which 
deemed the goals of the Institute immoral.

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As it was, the Kinsey Institute had to be 
incorporated as a private organization in 
order to protect Indiana University, the 
individuals involved in the institute and the 
confidentiality of their research. A well- 
respected mid-western hero, Wells died 
just last year at the age of ninety-seven. In 
hindsight, it also seems probable that he 
was gay. 

In 1948, Sexual Behaviour in the 
Human Male was published, accompanied 
five years later by its companion, Sexual 
Behavior in the Human Female. Despite 
the controversy that erupted around these 
two volumes, they remain seminal works in 
human sexuality and brought the Kinsey 
Institute the respect, fame, infamy and 
revulsion that it still “enjoys” today. (Even 
now, the Kinsey Institute must fight yearly 
against conservative, right-wing 
movements that are trying to cut off its 
public funding and shut it down.) 

Sexual Behaviour in the Human 
Male/Female have had a profound and 
lasting effect on the GLBT community, for 
they represent the first unbiased 
documentation of homosexuality in a 
prominent academic venue. Over the 
years, the Kinsey Institute has done much 


to validate homosexuality in the eyes of the 
primarily straight public through its 
devotion to scientific inquiry. For 
example, Kinsey always maintained that 
human sexuality is not black and white, 
either in the population as a whole or in 
individuals. Thus, he developed the now- 
famous 7-point scale (0 = exclusively 
heterosexual; 6 = exclusively homosexual) 
to gauge sexual attraction, sexual 
experience and romantic attraction. 
Moreover, he always emphasized that you 
could not classify an individual as 
“heterosexual” or “homosexual”; only their 
behavior at a given time could be gauged, 
since ratings on the scale often change over 
the course of a lifetime. 

The Kinsey Institute is also the source 
of many useful bits of gay trivia: one study 
validated the widely held belief that those 
with the most violently homophobic 
attitudes are those that show strong 
homosexual tendencies; another showed 
that, on average, gay males have larger 
penises than straight males (woo-hoo!). By 
far the most widely known Kinsey statistic 
however is “ten percent”—the supposed

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proportion of the male population that is 
gay. Of course, the actual context in which 
these statistics are presented is rarely 
repeated by word-of-mouth. So, for the 
record, this is what Kinsey says: 


Instances of at least one same-sex 

experience to orgasm: 37% of males, 
13% of females, 

(p. 650, Male; p. 475, Female) 


Males: 
10% of males in the sample were 
predominantly homosexual between the 
ages of sixteen and fifty-five 

8% of males were exclusively 
homosexual for at least three years 
between the ages of sixteen and fifty-five. 
(p. 651, Male) 

4% of white males had been 
exclusively homosexual after the onset of 
adolescence up to the time of their 
interviews, (p. 651, Male). 


Females: 
2 to 6% of females, aged twenty to 
thirty-five, were more or less exclusively 
homosexual in experience/response, (p. 
488, Female) 

1 to 3% of unmarried females aged 
twenty to thirty-five were exclusively 
homosexual in experience/response, 
(Table 142, p. 499, and p. 474, Female). 


This context is of utmost importance. 
The “ten percent” statistic has come under 
fire in the media, particularly by the 
Religious Right (surprise, surprise) who 
cite a number of studies that claim the 
proportion is much, much lower. They also 
complain that Kinsey’s statistics are biased 
by a huge proportion of criminals and sex 
offenders in his study. 

These criticisms are laughable on a 
number of grounds. For instance, the 
percentages cited are not measuring the 
same phenomenon; they usually measure 
exclusive homosexuality, which, as is noted 
above, is far rarer than predominant 
homosexuality. And although it is true that 
Kinsey’s histories include a very large 
number of convicts from a local prison 
(since he found it easy to gain their 
cooperation), critics fail to realize that 
those histories can, and have been, 
excluded from analysis. They were 
ultimately included because there was not a 
significant difference in the populations 


—nor within any other represented . 


demographic group, for that matter. 
Kinsey’s subject group has also been 
criticized for not being a random, 
representative sample of the population, 
which to some degree is a valid complaint; 
other studies are more rigorous in their 
sampling procedure. However, size helps 
compensate for this—Kinsey’s sample is 
still on the order of three times as large as 
any subsequent studies. Also, these other 


cited reports, being nation-wide, are not 
personally conducted interviews. 
Obtaining truthful reports of sexual activity 
in such studies is not only of the utmost 
importance, but extremely difficult given 
the social stigmas attached to sexuality. 
Kinsey’s _ self-developed _interview 
procedure was designed specifically with 
this in mind and has been remarkably 
successful. It includes an absolute 
guarantee of anonymity—the questionnaire 
had to be completely memorized by the 
interviewer, and responses were recorded 
only as patterns of filled-in squares on an 
otherwise unmarked piece of paper. That 
way, even if the paper was seen by data 
entry staff or an illicit onlooker, it would be 
completely meaningless. Questions were 
short-answer, unpredictable and rapid-fire, 
and the interviewer was always able to 
maintain eye-contact. This approach 
dramatically increases the likelihood of 
receiving frank, honest answers. Other 
data collection methods are much more 
susceptible to fabrication and, 
consequently, inaccuracy. So, despite the 
criticisms, Kinsey’s statistics remain the 
most conclusive available. 

The “ten percent’ has received so 
much attention largely because of its 
significance. In biology and psychology, 
there are heuristics by which traits are 
deemed to have a biological basis, the most 
important of which are: “Is the trait 
exhibited early developmentally?” and “Is 
the trait universal?”. Certainly, it is clear 
that homosexuality can be exhibited 
early—it seems that around half of us know 
we were “different” from young 
adolescence. And although homosexuality 
isn’t universal—not everyone is gay 
(tragically!)}—it is universally exhibited 
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across demographic groups. That is, no 
matter the culture, no matter the time 
period, ethnic background, profession or 
social standing, homosexuality has been 
reported. Moreover, within at least the 
demographic groups represented in 
Kinsey’s study, the proportions don’t vary 
significantly. All this suggests a biological 
origin of homosexuality (as opposed to 
culture, upbringing or a “lifestyle choice”). 
Even the Bible supports this. Most people, 
concerned with the interpretation of the 
Bible completely miss that the fact that 
homosexuality even being mentioned 
indicates it’s been around at least as long. 
Asa scientist, I find this discussion of 
“ten percent” and the biology of 
homosexuality interesting. As a gay man, 
all it does for me is give me an idea of what 
the odds are that the cute waiter who served 
me last night might call, had I left him my 
number. Maybe not even that, since my 
estimations are usually severely biased by 
wishful thinking! My gut feeling as a gay 
man, is who cares? (It’s straight people, 
usually.) Demonstrating that 
homosexuality is biological—or not 
biological—or finding the exact proportion 
of fags in the population seems a concern 
of the portion of the straight community 
who aren’t willing to accept us, or worse, 
want to “help” us. So, while I have the 
utmost respect for the pursuit of scientific 
knowledge, I don’t feel that this line of 
research has much to offer us internally as 
acommunity. Does our sense of pride stem 
from knowing that we represent ten percent 
of the population? No. Are we more 


cohesive because we know that one in ten 
people we see on the street is like us? No. 
Does “ten percent” mean that we are more 
or less deserving of respect and the rights 
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that are afforded every other citizen of our 
country? No! 

Whether we constitute 100, ten or 
point-zero-one percent of the population, 
we are who we are and the fact that we 
have come to grips with our identity in a 
society that persists in ridiculing and 
discriminating against us should be an 
enormous source of individual and 
community pride. Statistics be damned 
—happy Pride!

When I had my first apartment in 
Vancouver’s West End nigh on two decades 
ago, I awakened one summer moming to some 
very bizarre sounds outside. I dragged my tired 
(possibly hung-over) body to the window and 
pulled back the curtains. There, unfolding eight 
floors beneath me, was a panorama of 
humanity which, judging from the costumes, 
chants and signs, I surmised to be the Gay Pride 
Parade. This vignette would not have been so 
significant had I been a straight young man in 
his first apartment. But I was a newly out, 
fresh-faced fag destined to become deeply 
entwined in my new community. And I didn’t 
even know it was Pride Day. 

That says much about me at that time, but 


it also says much about the evolution of the 
annual Pride celebrations here in Vancouver. 
Years ago, Pride Day in Vancouver did not cut 
a wide swath. The city wouldn’t let the parade 
take over a major street, so it wended its way 
through side streets: toward a waterfront park. 
On more than one occasion, the after-party was 
overshadowed by the more vibrant and curious 
Hare Krishna festival on the adjacent site. 
Although organizers this year call it the 23rd 
anniversary of the annual event, the fact is there 
remains some contention about when the first 
“parade” really happened. The few courageous 
souls who made their way along the discreet 
parade route did not merit much news 
coverage, nor did they leave an extensive 
archive of the event. Suffice it to say that Pride 
Day, not so many years ago, was not much to 
shout about. But what mighty oaks from tiny 
acoms grow. 

Everyone knows when Pride Day hits 
Vancouver now. The rag-tag group that made 
its way through side streets has blossomed into 
one of North America’s foremost gay 
celebrations. In the past five years alone, the 
parade has gone from attracting about 30,000 
participants and spectators to more than 
100,000, according to Michael Cowan, the new 
president of the Vancouver Pride Society. 
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There are a number of reasons for this 
exponential growth. Damned hard work is one 
of them. For years now, a small army of 
dedicated volunteers has made sure this city 
has had a successful celebration, and they all 
deserve major kudos. But in the last few years, 
planners have made a huge push to turn the 
annual occasion into a mega-sized festival. The 
three-fold growth in the event’s size is due to 
the foresight and hard work of the Vancouver 
Pride Society’s movers and shakers. 

A few other happy factors have played 
into the success as well. Obviously this city’s 
gay community has not tripled in size in the last 
five years. But, I would venture to say, if 
tolerance and openness could be measured in 
percentages, Vancouver might have tripled its 
quotient. Picture the Grinch’s heart growing 
three sizes in five years. This has several 
obvious corollaries. Gay people who might 
have feared being picked up by TV cameras a 
few years ago are now more likely to come out 
(figuratively and literally). 

Then there is the straight contingent. In a 
less progressive place, straight people might 
avoid a gay parade like the plague. In 
Vancouver, balcony parties are scheduled by 
straight and gay residents alike, and plenty of 
suburbanites head downtown for the fun. “Our

community at large includes not only gay and 
lesbian people,’ says Cowan. “But also 
bisexual and transgendered people, as well as 
straight allies.” 

There is another big reason for the new 
success. A couple of years ago, organizers 
moved the day of the parade from the Monday 
of the August holiday weekend. This change 
was made to allow people from out of town to 
make it in for the Sunday and drive back on 
Monday. 

Although he can hardly complain about 
the success of recent years, Cowan says there is 
still room for improvement in the events. “T 
think we need to include more youth 
programming,” he says. This year, at last, will 
offer a youth dance at a community centre, but 
Cowan hopes for more things to keep the 
younger set involved in future years. 

There are always plenty of surprises at any 
Pride Parade (rain, unfortunately, rarely being a 
surprise in these parts) and this year promises 
plenty. One will certainly be whether British 
Columbia’s new premier will be among the 
marchers in the 2001 parade. For the past 
several years, this colourful procession has 
been inundated with gay-positive politicians 
from city council and the provincial 
government. Gordon Campbell has been 
conspicuous by his absence—a fact that was 
exploited, without result, in the just-finished 
election campaign. (If he is not there this year, 
and if predictions of a shift away from gay- 
positive policies in Victoria are correct, there 
may well be a renewed political activism to 
give an edge to what has become little more 
than a delightful celebration over the past 
several years.) 

Over the last year, Vancouverites have 
groused that they risk losing several major 
summer events, including the Molson Indy 
Vancouver, the Symphony of Fire fireworks 
event and the Pacific National Exhibition 
(which is merely moving to the suburbs). This 
has led some people to dub it No-Fun City, but 
the Pride Society guarantees that, for one week 
at least, this moniker won’t fit. Gay Pride could 
very well be the foremost summer festival in 
this city and it is not because Vancouver is 
Canada’s San Francisco or Greenwich Village 
“north.” It is because a few people have 
consistently tried to build a major event from a 
little rag-tag group of marchers. Some of it is 
luck; a bit of it coincidence. But mostly it can 
be attributed to human determination. 

Could the day come when Calgary’s Pride 
Parade threatens to overshadow the Stampede?

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Care for a Threesome?

Berdache: Noun of European origin used 
by the Jesuits in the 17th century to describe a 
member of a same-sex union in aboriginal 
cultures. Once a pejorative term, now being 
reclaimed by many two-spirited people to 
reflect their history and tradition. A flexible 
word that describes almost every variation of 
the idea of a “third sex.” 

Teatro Berdache: A coined proper noun 
for Calgary’s newest theatre troupe promoting 
the works, stories and performances of the 
“others” in Canadian society. Those 
traditionally marginalized from mainstream 
theatre because of age, physical abilities, sexual 
orientation, gender affiliation...well you get the 
idea. 


With a primary focus on the gay and 
lesbian community, Teatro Berdache was 
created by Steve Gin and Larry Smith to build 
a bridge to the community-at-large as a 
performance space for stories never told at 
places such as Stage West. They believe a 
theatre company with a commitment to social 
justice and inclusion is long overdue for an 
appearance on the Calgary stage. The first 
production of Teatro Berdache was Finders, 
Keepers, the popular one-man show by Larry 
Smith that debuted at last year’s Fringe to 
critical acclaim. This month, in conjunction 
with Calgary’s Pride Week, Teatro Berdache 
will present Threesome! A Trilogy of Gay and 
Lesbian Plays. 

The first will be a staged reading of an 
original commissioned work, Dear Mr. Klein, 
by Bruce Chambers. The second part 
(originally produced ten years ago at 
Edmonton’s Catalyst Theatre) will be John 
Lazarus’ David for Queen, a reading directed 
by Karen Johnson-Diamond in association 
with local troupe swingdog theatre. The third 
part of the trilogy will be the outrageous 
comic/erotic one-woman show Hot ‘N Soft by 
Muriel Miguel, one of the founding members 
of New York’s Spiderwoman Theatre. 

Steve Gin describes the “threesome” as 
both a celebration and, “...a great way to try to 
put together some publicity and get people 
involved with what we want to accomplish 
with our theatre company. We are just 
beginning at this point, and we want to get this 
underway to gauge audience reaction.” 

Gin describes the company’s mission as 
telling “‘...the stories of gays and lesbians in 
Alberta, who we are, where we come from and 
who we can be... to represent just what a 
diverse community it can be.” 

Teatro Berdache was founded with the 
intent of breaking down the cultural 
homogeneity of theatre in Canada. “I’m of 
mixed race myself,’ says Gin, “‘and I have been 
frustrated many times with getting work in 
mainstream theatre. I remember in 1996 I was 
in a play where I was told I had appropriated a 
‘white voice’ because the part was that of a 
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rancher. And here I was, someone who had 
grown up on a farm in Saskatchewan. It was all 
too strange.” 

The first of the two readings, David for 
Queen, deals with gay youth issues and coming 
out in high school. It is the story of a gay 
teenager who protests his friends’ intolerance 
by running for prom queen. In accordance with 


Teatro Berdache’s commitment to social 
justice, proceeds from the production will be 
donated to GLSCA’s Inside Youth Group. “It’s 
just a phenomenal piece,” says Gin. “We were 
looking for inclusive stories, and this was the 
best one we found that deals with gay youth.” 

Bruce Chambers’ commissioned piece 
Dear Mr, Klein, set against the 1998 Delwin 
Vriend decision, will beproduced for the first 
time at the Threesome! Event. Far from being 
a political rant, Klein examines the myths and 
miscommunications on both sides of the issue 
of equal rights. It is a story of how ill-informed 
views can get in the way of understanding that 
people share more in common than they are 
often willing to admit. The play is a dramatic 
exploration of the conflicts and misconceptions 
between rural and urban Albertans that had its 
genesis in a true story. 

“What happened with Bruce,” says Gin, 
“is about the time the decision was handed 
down, he wrote a letter in support of Alberta 
not enacting the ‘notwithstanding clause,’ and 
have the government abide by the decision. At 
the same time, someone from rural Alberta in 
opposition to the decision had sent a letter to 
the government, and the response letters were 
sent to exactly the wrong people.” 

The third and final part of Threesome! is 
the widely produced one-woman show by 
Muriel Miguel, Hot ‘N Soft. Billed as, “an ode 
to Aboriginal lesbian lust,” the show is a 
comedy about a two-spirited character, Coyote, 
and her randy tales of being a temptress-at- 
large. The show was met with rave reviews 


with past performances at Toronto’s Queerfest, 
Boston’s Theatre Offensive and San 
Francisco’s Rhinoceros Festival. 

Muriel Miguel is a founding member and 
Artistic Director of Spiderwoman Theatre, the 
longest running Native-American feminist 
theatre group in North America, which has 
toured internationally for twenty-five years. 
She has directed for Native Earth Performing 
Arts and Nightwood Theatre in Toronto and 
was an original member of Joseph Chaikan’s 
Open Theatre, one of the leading alternative 
theatre groups in New York in the 1960s. 
Miguel has recently been teaching on an 
ongoing basis at the Centre for Indigenous 
Theatre in Toronto and the Aboriginal Arts 
Program at the Banff Centre for the Performing 
Arts. 

Gin originally met Miguel at the Banff 
Centre while she was a teacher for native youth 
in theatre and dance. “She is this magical, 
marvelous, wonderful... Kuna/Rappahonnock 
aboriginal woman, who was raised in Brooklyn 
with a Brooklyn accent and everything!” 
enthuses Gin. “She describes her play as 
comic-erotic storytelling and performance art, 
where she tells lesbian aboriginal stories 
through the persona of a lesbian coyote.”

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Proud to be a prairie fruit

I moved out of Rocky Mountain House 
because I wanted to live in a place where I 
wasn’t the only fruit. Edmonton was close, 
cheap and I knew I wouldn’t be the only one 
“in the produce section.” But within a year, 
the fruits in Edmonton all started to look the 
same, and I started to think about moving to an 
even bigger city, one that could offer even 
more variety in its crop. 

Things happened (you fall in love, you 
grow up, you stop going to discos); before I 
knew it a couple of decades had slipped by, 
and I had all but lost my hunger for far-off 
exotic orchards full of fruits. I still like to visit 
the fruit centres from time to time, but with 
each trip I feel more and more like a tourist 
taking pictures than a member of the family. 

I just spent a grey/cold/rainy month (this 
cant be good weather for the crops) in 
Toronto, a self-proclaimed fruit capital. 
Maybe even the Fruit Capital of Canada, 
although Vancouver and Montreal are showing 
aspirations in that very same direction. 
Toronto fruits are very different than Alberta 
fruits. For one thing, there’s just so damn 
many of them. They thrive in the humid 
eastern climate, clinging in bunches to a 
particularly fertile strip of street known as The 
Village. 

Fruit is big business in The Village. 
Everywhere you look, there are fruit stands, 
fruit carts, fruit bars, posters for fruit parties 
and gatherings, shops full of the latest in 
fruitwear. You can sample the local fruit 
delicacies almost anywhere. Clustered within 
a few blocks of Church and Wellesley are 
hundreds of businesses and thousands of 
homes, where the straightest line is the short 
distance between you and the nearest Body 
Body boutique. ; 

Within hours of landing in The Village, I 
ran into a selection of those who had left the 
prairie behind. The climate seems to agree 
with them: their haircuts are fresher, their 
clothes tighter and newer than when they were 
Alberta fruits. They don’t seem to miss the 
West, though they are always polite enough to 
feign “sentimental” when a prairie fairy wants 
to pine for the wide-open fields. 

A lot of these fruits want to talk about 
Queer As Folk, starring Toronto as Pittsburgh, 
and one of the bars shows the new QAF 
episode every Monday night. It is on one of 
these Mondays that I meet my famous fruit 
friend at said bar and, while we catch up on 
less famous friends of ours, we get shushed by 
a fruit at the next table. This person is 
watching the QAF episode with his famous 
fruit friend, the very friend who directed the 
episode we are currently “ruining” by catching 
up on old queens—er, times. I can’t think of 
the last time I was shushed in a fruit bar; it’s a 
very strange experience. 

The Village also has its own magazines, 
at least a couple, and they are the guide to 
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everything under He homo rainbow. They 
report on anything lesbigaytran, especially 
each other, and the pages of insults and 
accusations they toss at each other are 
distributed (scattered) freely in every spot not 
already occupied by an ad announcing a drag 
show, a nooner discount at the bathhouse or a 
beer-sponsored beefcake pageant. 

Abs are used to sell everything! Haircuts, 
hair products, tickets, vacations, sushi, clothes, 
drug counselling—they all benefit from a 
well-placed buff body. The male torso 
elevated to simple decoration, repeated like 
wallpaper wherever you look. 

My straight friends would walk down the 
street with me, marvelling at the sheer scope of 
the experience. Some of the posters make us 
giggle: one says “Less talk, more Christian 
Cock Rock!” They are amazed at the 
specificity of a community where a blowjob 
can be purchased as quickly as a package of 
dental floss. Indeed, the gay ghettos of larger 
cities thrive on specifics—and often the 
segregation of same. Leathermen, twinks, 
dykes, whatever-these are not just elements of 
the community, but communities unto 
themselves. 

After a week or two, I noticed that my 
friends’ enthusiasm for The Village is waning. 
Despite the omnipresent coffee shops and the 
excellent all-day breakfasts, their attention 
wanders to more hetero environments. Soon, 
the guys have discovered a sports bar 
(ironically named “Hoops”), where they while 
away the evenings surrounded by television 
screens flashing a myriad of manly pursuits. 

This gives me pause. Why, I wonder, 
with all The Village has to offer, would you 
ever leave? I chalk it up to being “a guy 
thing.” They had all confessed to being weary 
of the constant cruising code. Not threatened 
by it, just tired of it. One of them said “it’s not 
that we're looking for someplace 
heterosexual; just someplace non-sexual.” 

I abandon them, believing that my gay 
and female friends, who are on their way here 
from the prairies, will find The Village much 
more enticing. Wrong. Within a week, my 
queer buddy confesses to not feeling nearly 


“gay enough,” a sentiment echoed by the 
Edmonton lesbo who travelled with us. “TI just 
got hit on by a guy,” she claimed in 
astonishment one night. The dykes in The 
Village barely noticed her...but the lone 
straight guys did. 

Well, maybe we’re not gay enough, but at 
least a woman can feel safe in this part of 
town. Right? A walk home in the evening 
when you’re surrounded by queers is a much 
safer thing than, say, Whyte Avenue on a 


- Saturday night. 


“Sure, I feel safe,” said my straight female 
friend, “but not particularly welcome.” She 
explained that, while it’s nice to walk through 
a neighborhood where women aren’t always 
on display, after a few hours a girl starts to feel 
like a mere accessory on the arm of a 
handsome queer boy. “There’s nothing here 
for me...it feels like straight women are 
tolerated, but not much more than that,” she 
offered. 

All of which begs the question: if my 
liberal friends can’t find a comfortable spot for 
themselves in the gay ghetto, who is it for? Is 
there such a thing as “not gay enough?” 
Where I come from, I am extremely gay. And 
yet, without the tribal markings of my queer 
brethren, they don’t recognize me as one of 
their own in The Village. I wander down the 
street, for the most part unnoticed except for 
the fruits I know from the old days. 

Then one afternoon I decide to go to a 
restaurant for my evening meal. The 
establishment has a drag queen mascot and is 
decorated in a trailer court theme. Now this 
feels like home, I think as I smile at the kitsch 
décor, so much like both the 
worlds I hail from. I wait for 
a few minutes for the host to 
notice me. Finally, he 
approaches me and says in a 
voice only a dragmother 
could love, “Can I help you, 
sir?” I can barely conceal’ 
my shock...the way he says 
it leaves no room for doubt 
that what he’s really asking 
is: “Are you sure you’ve 
wandered into the right 
place, sir?” He looks at my 
outfit. Granted, I had just 
spent a long day rehearsing 
and I hadn’t shaved—in 
short, I was definitely not at 
my homo best. But I still 
have to fight the urge to 
scream that I was wearing 
dresses before he was bom. 
Then I look around. The 
room is packed to the rafters 
with men wearing tight 
spandex/lycra blends in 
beige and bone-white and 
every sculpted bicep has the 
barbed wire tattoo encircling 
it and every haircut is short 


with a little flip in the front and the scent of | 
Aveda is everywhere. The voices are animated 
and loud, revelling in the safety of numbers. 
And I realize that for the first time in my adult 
life, I am not gay enough. Not in this place. 
Not in this outfit. 

Back in Edmonton, I dive back into my 
extremely gay life. I call up my straight 
friends and we play cards or go to straight 
restaurants. I see a straight play and hang out 
at a straight opening night party. My straight 
buddies in the media want to know what I 
thought of my month in Toronto. I have to 
confess that I didn’t really see the same 
Toronto that they’re talking about, a fact that 
saddens me because their Toronto sounds like - 
a pretty diverse place. 

But one thing does make me happy: 
coming back to a city where being a fruit 
doesn’t just make me blend into the scenery of 
the orchard. Here on the bald prairie, one fruit 
tree is a pretty spectacular sight, thriving in 
spite of the climate; flourishing in spite of the 
solitude. And when, in my gayest moment all 
summer, I judge the floats at Edmonton’s tiny 
(albeit noisy) gay Pride parade, it wil] be with 
a great deal of pride, because a prairie fruit is a 
rare, exotic thing. And the prairie that gave us 
our roots is a sweeter place because of it. —

“In view of this year’s campaign, 
plans for moving to Canada on 8 
November in the event of a national 
emergency (here defined as a ‘Bush 
becomes the president-elect’) will also be 
discussed. For this reason, Canadian 
guests are particularly welcome, as they 
can help explain permanent residency 
requirements, the metric system, and how 
many warm garments are needed.” 

This is an excerpt from the invitation 
I received Oct. 30, 2000 for my friend 
Jennifer’s November 7th Election Party. 
Although tongue-in-cheek, it harkens to a 
fact that even some well-travelled and 
well-educated Americans acknowledge: 
Canadians have got it pretty good at home. 

Perhaps my Canadian upbringing has 
made me naive, but I attended Jennifer’s

party with a sense of confid 
sure that George W. Bush would not get 
into office. Certainly, there is more than a 
fair share of right-wing conservatives in 
the U.S. (particularly in Indiana, where 
I’m attending school), but surely they are 
over-shadowed by the liberal urban 
populations elsewhere. Moreover, I still 
had Faith In The World. So it truly was 
with a sense of foreboding and profound 
awe that I followed the events of the next 
two months. I couldn’t believe that the 
U.S. was about to get worse than it already 
was. 

When I first arrived in Indiana I felt a 
little like the ‘“anti-Dorothy”’, who 
exclaims, “Toto, I don’t think we’re in Oz 
anymore,” when first appraising an 
unfamiliar world plunged into black-and- 
white. I live in Bloomington, a liberal and 
cultural oasis (or “wasteland,” depending 
on your political inclinations) in an 
otherwise extremely conservative state. 
Bloomington owes its special status to the 
fact that it is home to Indiana University 
(one of the “Big Ten” U.S. schools) which 
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Life under a Bush 


generally raises the education level and 
diversity of the town’s population. But 
everything is relative and there are still 
billboards downtown that exhort, “Pray 
For the End of Abortion,” and Preacher 
Dan—who spends his afternoons 
proselytizing—is a campus fixture. 
Compared to being back home in Canada, 
even Bloomington seems stuck in the 18th 
century. 

I should qualify that the U.S. is 
anything but politically, socially or 
culturally homogeneous—and what I have 
to say has been coloured by my experience 
living in the Bible Belt. I am unrepentant 
of that fact, and you may wish to dismiss 
me on those grounds. However, I would 
remind you that this image of conservative 
America is now the one that the citizens of 
the U.S. have chosen as officially 
representative; it’s the image now carried 
by the White House. 

As a Canadian in the U.S., I’m often 
asked to characterize the “supposed 
difference” between Canadian and 
American culture. And to be sure, the 
differences are subtle ones (although the 
effects are sometimes not so subtle!). I 
often reply that I think the single biggest 
difference is that Americans are a lot more 
stressed about what everyone else does 
and thinks, even to the point of obsession 
at times. Here in Indiana, differences in 
religion, politics, race, social class and 
orientation/gender identity are all still 
grounds for dismissing, avoiding or 
outright hating each other. 

Of course, I can’t pretend that 
discrimination doesn’t exist in Canada, but 
as Canadians I think that it’s hard for us to 
understand the degree to which it remains 
a prevalent force in the U.S. Racial 
discrimination, for example, is something 
that no longer has legal sanctioning, but a 
quick walk through the student union 
demonstrates. that the spirit of the 
segregation remains alive and well in both 
the African-American and Caucasian 
populations. I continually find it 
unnerving. 

And could you imagine the following 
scenario ever occurring in Canada? A 
friend of mine from Egypt (and thus 
Muslim) was sitting on campus quietly 
reading his Koran and a woman (a 
complete stranger, no less) walked up to 
him and said, “You know, your prophet is 
a liar.” Incidents like this are tragically 
normal and easily witnessed, not just 
being perpetrated by religious zealots but 
by students, workers and everyday people. 

My impression is that in Canada, at 
times, we may be uncomfortable with 
differences, especially when they fly in the 
face of personally held beliefs, but that we 
are usually not willing to engage in open 


confrontation. In general, compared to 
Americans, we have a much stronger “live 
and let live” philosophy towards inter- 
personal relationships. Americans, on the 
other hand, seem to have few 
compunctions about ridiculing each 
others’ beliefs. 

Of course, all of this has an impact on 
the climate of the gay community. 
Bloomington is quite open and 
relaxed—at least, the closer you are to 
campus and the less you set off people’s 
gaydar. Both the university and the 
township explicitly protect against 
discrimination based on _ sexual 
orientation. However, these laws don’t 
extend to same-sex partnership benefits or 
any other aspects of civil rights and once 
you get out of Bloomington, Indiana 
becomes a much scarier place to be. 

Indiana is one of the five remaining 
states without hate-crime legislation, and 
the political right has continued to be 
successful in shooting it down. 
Considering that the northeastern centre of 
the Ku Klux Klan is located in Indiana, 
this is hardly surprising. (Incidentally, 
seventeen states are still holding out on the 
inclusion of sexual orientation in their 
hate-crime legislation.) Moreover, the 


political right in Indiana is not content 
with the status quo and has actively 
campaigned against the rights of 
homosexuals. For example, blatantly 
discriminatory legislation that would ban 
homosexuals from adopting children was 
narrowly avoided recently. Ironically, this 
bill was proposed despite a highly 
publicized case in Indianapolis, where a 
family of orphaned children divided 
between a gay foster parent and a straight 
couple were finally reunited in custody of 
the gay man because the father of the 
straight couple was sexually abusing the 
children in his care. 

Many states still have various sodomy 
laws on the books—some explicitly 
outlawing same-sex contact, some just 
anal sex in general. Some even outlaw 
oral sex and sex-toys. Although for the 
most part these laws are not enforced, as 
recently as this year two men in Texas 
were arrested in their own bedroom on 
sodomy charges. More subtly, “morality” 
regulations continue to be wide spread 
when George Michael’s I Want Your Sex 
was released, “Sex” was dubbed over with 
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Love” for play on Indiana radio stations. 
| think perhaps for me, the best 
<ample of the difference between Canada 
d the U.S. with respect to tolerance came 
uring the huge (and ongoing) scandal with 
ie Boy Scouts’ refusal to admit gay 
ders or scouts. While the war waged on 
the American press and in the courts, the 
joy Scouts of America denounced 
mosexuals as diseased—even going so 
as to “disown” President Clinton for his 
upport of gay rights. Meanwhile, north of 
e 49th, Scouts Canada proudly 
nnounced Rover Troop 129 in Toronto, 
he first official gay and lesbian scouting 
Toup. 

Whatever the GLBT community feels 
bout Clinton and his failure to bring about 
Il he promised, he did significantly change 
he climate for the gay rights movement in 
\merica. It’s no accident that issues 
ertaining to hate crimes and same-sex 
enefits have gained such great strides in 
he last eight years. It reflects an official 
olicy, held by the most influential person 
n the country, that being gay was not 
yrong. This lack of resistence was enough 
o cause a significant change in the climate 
»f the U.S., and can be seen in the media. 
[en years ago it would have been 
inthinkable that a sitcom featuring gay 


y ATHIEVg RE IN 
main characters could have been aired, let 
alone become on of the most popular shows 


on television. It would similarly be 
inconceivable that the TV show of an 
extremely popular radio talk show host 
could have been torpedoed solely on the 
basis of her views on homosexuality. But 
today, all the networks are trying to capture 
some of the success of Will & Grace, and 
Dr. Laura has been relegated to late night 
spots where her ratings are worse than 
some infomercials. 

Clinton is gone though, and Bush is in 
his place. Dr. Laura is delighted that the 
“Winds of Righteousness” have come to 
power. Even if George W. remains 
similarly passive on gay rights, taking no

formal stance and just trying to let sleeping 
dogs lie, his negativity stands to be as 
influential as Clinton’s positivity. In the 
same way that Clinton’s attitudes leant 
strength and authority to those 
campaigning for gay rights, Bush’s attitude 
creates a political climate that supports 
conservative values and the religious right. 
The momentum that has been building 
towards equal rights for the GLBT 
community in the U.S. will certainly be 
slowed, if it doesn’t actually lose ground. 
Bush, even over the course of his first 
100 days in office, has set back other 
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liberal movements significantly. His very 
first act as commander-in-chief was to cut 
off U.S. funding to family-planning clinics 
worldwide, unless they refused to promote 
or perform abortions (this even though, 
since 1973, American aid money has been 
prevented from being used to fund 
abortions). Consequently, the only loss 
these clinics will suffer will be to their 
education programs and their ability to 
supply contraception. Ironically, studies 
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clearly indicate that this will dramatically 
increase the number of abortions and the 
number of associated deaths, as well as 
incidents of HIV and other STDs because 
of the associated lack of education. So 
much for good Christian values. 

Now, with gas prices on the rise, 
Bush’s answer will likely be opening up 
previously protected areas for gas and oil 
exploration and to relax environmental 
safety standards on other forms of energy 
which includes nuclear power. 
Environmentalists are understandably up in 
arms. 

Fortunately, Bush has yet to make any 
explicit movements against the gay rights. 
He hasn’t rescinded Clinton’s executive 
order against discrimination based on 
sexual orientation in federal employment, 
nor has he dissolved the position of Gay 
and Lesbian Liaison to the White House, as 
many feared he would (although he did 
appoint a gay Republican to the position). 
Make no mistake, however: damage will be 
done. Bush will appoint Department 
Officials and anywhere from one to three 
Supreme Court Justices, not to mention 
thousands of underlings that will be 
responsible on a day-to-day basis for 
making decisions that will likely have a 
negative impact on the GLBT community. 
It is going to be a long four years for our 
American brothers and sisters. 

Even though the Alliance Party, with 
its almost Republican stance, still holds 
power in the west, we have reason to be 
grateful. The extremes of political 
adversity that abound in the U.S. are alien 
in Canada. The issues may all be the same, 
and our battle is far from won, 
but Canada as a nation has more 
basic respect for its citizenry, 
our shared humanity and the 
value of diversity than does our 
neighbour to the south. So, in 
this month of revelling in Pride, 
spare a moment of thanks, not 
just for being gay but for being 
a gay Canadian.

The opportunity for video renters to see 
British actor Geoffrey Rush nude will never be 
a selling point for the recently released Fox 
Searchlight feature Quills. His performaricé as 
the film’s central character, however, certainly 
is. 

Rush portrays the infamous (then and 
now) Marquis de Sade, a “gentleman’’ who 
wallows in vice like a pig in... well, you get 
the picture. Quills takes place in the period 
leading up to de Sade’s final days, as he winds 
down his performance as one of history’s most 
noteworthy pomographers. In France’s post- 
revolution regime, the Marquis is a bit of a 
camal dinosaur—too much a curiosity and 
challenge to be done away with, and yet too 
dangerous to be allowed to run free. Instead, 
he is locked away in an asylum for the 
criminally insane and urged to record his 
depraved impulses on paper, rather than on 
vulnerable living flesh. 

However, the quill is soon plucked from 
his hand when Napolean is alerted to the fact 
that de Sade’s works are being smuggled out 
of the institution and published for (voracious) 
public consumption. Aiding and abetting this 
endeavour is Madeleine (Kate Winslet), a 
chambermaid who has more than just a 
passing interest in her favourite inmate’s work. 

In order to put a stop to the Marquis’s 
writing, the emperor dispatches a ruthless 
aversion therapist, Dr. Royer-Collard (played 
to reptilian perfection by Michael Caine), to

the asylum. On his arrival, the “good” doctor 
locks horns with the institution's abbé- Joaquin 
Phoenix).who has taken pityon de Sade for his 
helplessness in resisting temptation. 

The Marquis, a man who delights in his 
own debauchery and takes immense pleasure 
in recognizing same in others, refuses to 
submit to Royer-Collard’s will. Even when 
stripped of all luxuries and quills, de Sade 
continues his work, and even resorts to writing 
on clothing with his own blood in order to 
exorcise his demon muse. The ensuing action 
is dramatic, to say the least, and very, very 
entertaining. 

From a gay standpoint, Quills is of 
interest because it explores what happens 
when a government intervenes in matters of 
culture and morality, even when there is great 
public acceptance of the issue in question. As 
far as the Marquis goes, he is classifiable only 
as a sexual being. At one point, the abbé 
justifies his presence in de Sade’s chamber by 
saying, “I’m not a beautiful young prospect, 
ripe for corruption.” “Don’t be so sure,” the 
Marquis purrs in reply, languishing 
seductively in a brocade chair. Later in the 
film, when the abbé is cross with his 
outrageous rake tenant, de Sade offers himself 
up for buggery, as a perfectly natural means of 
relieving tension. 

With a lesser actor, the character of de 
Sade could never have come across as an even 
remotely sympathetic one. Geoffrey Rush 
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makes him seem like a hero, a prisoner of 
conscience, even in the most questionable of 
circumstances. His performance is nothing if 
not memorable and (in an odd way) delightful. 

Equally impressive is the ensemble 
surrounding him. Kate Winslet handily proves 
she is a much better actor without that 
deadweight Leo clamped around her neck (she 
was wise to let him sink at the end of the boat 
movie), and Michael Caine is, as-always, 
superb. Joaquin Phoenix turns in yet another 
well-tuned performance as the tortured and 
compassionate abbé. Thankfully Phoenix, as 
one of the industry’s latest golden boys, seems 
to have sidestepped a collision with the 
Hollywood juggernaut, preferring instead to 
focus his attentions on more appetizing roles, 
savoury and otherwise. 

Richly detailed, beautifully shot and 
brilliantly performed, Quills is an indulgent 
feast for a variety of senses and sensibilities. 
This is definitely one you'll be glad you put on 
the “‘priority rental’ list.

It’s aay been in the past decade that 
filmmakers have tried to 
e theme using homosexual 
sex in conjunction ‘with the initiation of the 
gay virgin. The British have captured these 
ments best in such films as Wild Reeds 
nd Beautiful Thing, and the Americans 
led with Edge of 17. Now there’s a 
new film from Spain, called Nico and Dani, 
that handles the subject with honest 
ensitivity. It’s both candid and insightful, 
ot to mention beautifully written and 
perbly acted. 

An official selection at the 2000 
Toronto Film Festival and the winner of the 
Prix de Jeunesse at the 2000 Cannes Film 
Festival, Nico and Dani is finally getting a 
major Canadian release through Mongrel 
Media in Toronto. It played at this year’s 
Gay Film Festival in Toronto and will be 
released there at the end of June. It will then 
start rolling out in Montreal and Vancouver 
(likely in July) and the rest of the country 
throughout the fall. 

____ It’s the story of two longtime friends 
Nico and Dani, who at seventeen are both 
easer to lose their virginity. The 
nity presents itself when Dani’s rich, 
beral parents take off on a ten-day trip to 
gypt. Dani is allowed to invite his school 
m Nico to move in for the duration of 
holiday. Writer/director Cesc Gay 
kly ‘establishes that Nico is. straight 
hile Dani is gay. Gay audience members 
stantly know what that means: if Dani 
ng to have sex with Nico he has to 
traight as h 
‘om the moment Nico arrives at he 
the b = oe experimenting with 


sex, and they talk about it while 
masturbating discretely. This progresses to 
masturbating one another and eventually to 
oral sex on Dani’s part. These scenes are 
handled so naturally that they don’t shock in 
the least. They are just so real. 

Equally real is the casting. Fernando 
Ramallo (Dani) and Jordi Vilches (Nico) 
were both twenty years old when they did 
the film, but at times they look five years 
younger. These are not your Dawson's 
Creek/Buffy the Vampire Slayer/Beverly 
Hills 90210 teens, where the actors are 
obviously men in their twenties (poor old 
Jason Priestley had to have his body waxed 
for most of the run of Beverly Hills 90210 
just so he’d look younger!). 

_ Director Gay recalls that when he set 
out to cast the film he discovered that “most 
teenagers are built like Mike Tyson and 
have been shaving since they were twelve; 
they don’t look like seventeen- -year-old 
virgins. 

“We eliminated all but twenty et 


_ of the young men who auditioned for us,’ 


he says. 
Fernando Ramallo is one of Spain’s 
hottest young actors who, since making his 


screen debut in 1996, has starred in several 
films and T'V series. 

Vilches was a different case entirely. 

“Jordi was working as an acrobat in a 
summer circus in the exact village where we 
finally ended up filming Nico and Dani,” 
recalls Gay. “We were drawn to him by a 
crowd of people laughing at his act. 
Everytime we passed, he'd attracted an 
admiring crowd of spectators. 

“Though he had never acted before we 
decided to go with him because of his 
natural charisma.” 

Nico and Dani is based on a hit 
Spanish play called Krampack by Sori 
Sanchez, which Gay admits he’s never seen. 
Tt was producer Marta Esteban who thought 
he’d be the perfect director to bring it to the 
screen. “I was leery because the play took 
place in the room the two boys shared at 
school,” he says. “I wanted to open it up, to 
take it outdoors and set it during the summer 
break because most people discover

romance during the summer.” 

It took five months of working with 
Esteban and screenwriter Thomas Aragay 
for Gay to come up with a working 
screenplay. In opening up the play, Gay and 
Aragay introduced some very interesting 
characters and subplots. First there are the 
two village girls that Nico picks up for 
himself and Dani. The tension this brings to 
the budding relationship is what gives the 
film a real edge. There is also a thirty-year- 
old openly gay writer who Dani becomes 
fascinated with when he is convinced he has 
lost Nico to girls in general, and to Elena in 
particular. 

The older man/younger man 
relationship is particularly interesting in 
terms of the controversy it aroused in the 
series Queer As Folk. Once again, because 
homosexuality is treated as something 
natural, it is not nearly as shocking as it 
could be. To Gay’s credit, he does give the 
artist a few qualms about seducing the 
young man; he refuses to take advantage of 
the boy, insisting it must be mutual and that 
both of them must be sober. 

Europeans are not nearly as uptight 
about homosexuality as North Americans, 
so the love affair in Nico and Dani is not 
treated as something lurid and forbidden. 
The fact that Nico doesn’t react with horror 
when he discovers that Dani has a crush on 
him is one of the most revealing—and 
refreshing—aspects of the film. 

Nico and Dani is a quiet little film 
about a most important subject. It’s a real 
love story. It shares a great deal with The 
Talented Mr. Ripley, except that it’s the kind 
of romantic obsession that happens in real 
life and not “reel” life. And, like real life, it 
comes with all the joy and sorrow that one 
can expect from such situations; in short, it 
is a wonderful, sweet film and one not to be 
missed.

You might also want-to watch for Big 
Eden if it plays a rep house theatre in your 
area. It’s a gay movie in the style of 
Happy, Texas, though not nearly as slapstick. 
Arye Gross plays Henry Hart, a successful 
New York artist who has to return to the 
Montana town where he was raised to care 
for his ailing grandfather. 

Henry is forced to address his long- 
standing infatuation with old school chum 
Dean Stewart (Tim DeKay), and the result is 

one of those painful, unrequited love things. 

What Henry must also face is the 
attention of Pike Dexter (Eric Schweig), the 
shy, unassuming Native American 
proprietor of the local general store. In the 
film’s most amusing twist, the townspeople 
conspire to play matchmakers to get Henry 
and Pike together. 

Big Eden was an audience favourite at 
this year’s New York Gay & Lesbian Film 
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Festival, where critics observed that 
“you'll end up wishing Big Eden wasn't a 
Gopal town. It’s such a wonderful, loving, 
accepting place.” With Pride on our minds, 
isn’t that the kind of place we'd all like to 
be?

Providing appropriate professional 
service to the gay/lesbian community is 
a priority for the Calgary Police Service, 
and being able to offer good quality 
service to this diverse community can 
only be accomplished by developing a 
strong trust. To this end, our goal is to 
ensure that members of the community 
feel comfortable and confident that their 
reports will be treated with dignity and 
respect. 

I have been the police liaison to the 
gay/lesbian, bisexual and transgendered 
communities since December 1999; I 
am also the Service’s hate/bias crime 
coordinator. These portfolios are a good 
fit as the gay/lesbian, bisexual, 
transgendered community is second 
only to visible minorities as the leading 
targeted group for hate/bias crime in 
Calgary. 

In my twenty-one years with the 
Calgary Police Service, I have worked 
the street in three different districts and 
was a member of the Drugs, Arrest 
Processing, School Resource and Airport 
specialty units before transferring to the 
Cultural Resources Unit in April of 799. I 
have been married for ten years to my 
wife Michelle, who works in the Calgary 
Police Service Domestic Conflict Unit, 
and we have two daughters, Amy and 
Kristin. 

Since taking on the gay/lesbian 
portfolio, I have been involved in the 
following initiatives: “Town Hall 
Meeting” with Chief Christine Silverberg 
in December 1999, appearances at 
community events, a community violence 
survey, establishing a rapport with 
community committees and groups, 
assisting crime victims in the community, 
working with AIDS Calgary on their 
Outreach Program and _ providing 


assistance to crime victims in the 
community. 
Calgary Police Service recruit 


classes receive two hours of training on 
issues relating to the gay/lesbian, 
bisexual and transgendered communities. 
Richard Gregory and I co-chair the 
Calgary Gay/Lesbian Community Police 
Liaison Committee and together we 
provide this training. The committee was 
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Ls lone: 
established in 1996 to ensure the policing 
needs of the community were being 
addressed, and it meets on the fourth 
Monday of each month at 5:30 p.m. at 
Police Headquarters (133 - 6 Ave. S.E.). 
We are currently looking for new 
membership; please contact me at (403) 
206-8319 if you are interested in taking 
part. 


Between June and August of 2000, 
over 500 community members completed 
a survey on violence and victimization in 
the gay and lesbian population, and an 
initial draught of the report detailing the 
results will soon be available. This 
information will greatly assist the police 
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in identifying ways to improve the 
reporting rate of this diverse community. 

In the past few months I have worked 
to create a way for victims of hate/bias 
incidents to receive appropriate response 
from the police. Victims can now report 
hate/bias incidents to the police by 
calling (403) 266-1234. The eight 
constables of the Cultural Resources Unit 
will do follow-up with victims from the 
various communities within their 
portfolios. 

People who commit hate incidents 
are often involved in hate/bias crime. 
Bringing the two together will result in 
more referrals for victims to appropriate 
agencies and more arrests of those 
responsible for these offenses 

I’d like to give you an example of a 
positive outcome to reporting an incident. 
In June of 2000, a man who was stopped 
at a light in his vehicle became the victim 
of a significant amount of verbal abuse 
from teenage boys in the truck next to 
him. He felt they had identified him as 
gay by his rainbow flag bumper sticker. 

The victim was clearly upset by this 
experience and contacted me with his 
concerns. The driver’s mother was the 
registered owner of the vehicle. She was 
gay friendly and thought her son was as 
well. Pro-active work by the mother with 
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her son and his friends produced a 
positive result for the victim. 

In another incident, a community 
member had invited another man to his 
residence after meeting him through a 
chat line. This individual was 
subsequently assaulted and required 
medical attention. He was very shaken 
by his experience, which he said could 
have been much worse. He called police 
about this crime and had a very positive 
experience with the police officer who 
came to the scene. If anyone wants to 
meet someone they’ve met through a chat 
line in person, it is recommended that 
you do so in public locations, until you 
feel confident the person can be trusted. 

I'll be attending the Pride Parade 
again this year and will have a booth at 
the Street Fair. I will also be bringing a 
member from our Recruiting Unit to doa 
recruiting drive. A table will also be set 
up at the ARGRA Rodeo on June 29 in 
the hopes of encouraging community 
members to consider policing as a career.

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A taxing issue

For the majority of gays and 
lesbians, public education isn’t 
something that consumes a lot of our 
conscious thought. Most of us had one, 
many of us are glad it’s over—and even 
though the vast majority of us will never 
have children, we pay our education tax 
with little or no complaint, remembering 
that we did in fact benefit from the 
system we now support. But thanks to 
Mike Harris and his gang—the Ontario 
politicians who have done so very much 


to give common sense a_ bad 
name—maybe it’s time we started 
thinking about it a bit more. Or a lot 


more, considering the fact that from 
Buena Vista to Vancouver Island, 
Canadian voters seem to be embracing 
provincial politicians who promise a 
Canadian lifestyle on an American tax 
plan. 

After doing his level best to disrupt 
public education here in Ontario for 
years—an ongoing fight with teacher’s 
unions, squabbles about class time and 
extra-curricular activities and, of course, 
cuts to every level of education—Harris 
and his gang of miscreants have come up 
with something truly scary. In recent 
budget announcements, they have 
promised to implement tax credits for 
parents who send their little Tylers and 
Zoes to private schools. 
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Now, on the surface of things, that 
might not seem like any sort of big deal. 
In fact, for those of us whose public 
education included any sort of exposure 
to English literature, private schools 
conjure images of scores of young men 
on the cusp of sexual awakening, 
crammed into dormitories and left to 
their own devices. And while there are a 
few such private academies here in 
Canada, those aren’t the kind of schools 
most people are talking about when they 
broach the subject of private schools. In 
fact, a significant number of private 
schools in Canada are _ religion- 
based—from Roman Catholic to 
fundamentalist Christian to Orthodox 
Jewish to Muslim. But though they may 
have wildly divergent religious beliefs, 
the one thing many of them have in 
common is a firm belief that 
homosexuality is a major sin and that a 
homosexual lifestyle is something 
totally beyond the pale. 

In a nation that embraces freedom 
of religion, of course, that is their 
perogative—and I’d be the J/ast to 
suggest that such bigotry should be 
outlawed. What disturbs me here is that, 
by granting parents who send their 
children to such schools tax concessions 
based on the tuition they are charged, 
governments are suddenly putting gay 
tax payers in a position that many will 
find untenable. 

Even though public tax dollars will 
not be directly used to subsidize such 
schools, they will be subsidized 
indirectly by virtue of the fact that the 
parents will be paying less tax, thus 
increasing the work our tax dollars have 
to do. And that means that the gay 
community in this country, law-abiding 
citizens though we may be, is now faced 
with the prospect of indirectly 


supporting schools where the students 
will be taught to hold us in contempt, or 
worse. And just in case you think me 


alarmist, consider this: scant weeks after 
the Harris government announced these 
plans, spokesmen from the various 
religious communities are already 
raising an alarm here in Ontario, 
decrying the fact that they will now be 
expected to follow a government- 
dictated curriculum. 

If ever there was a can of worms 
best left sealed, then surely this is the 
can. Unless one is content to live in a 
theocracy, the separation of church and 
state is of paramount importance. 
Instead of encouraging religion to 
meddle in public education, our 
governments should be doing everything 
they can to sever the ties that already 
exist through archaic agreements with 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

It is every parent’s right, I concede, 
to turn his or her children into bigots. 
But they will not do it on my dime, not if 
I can help it.
